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1. The Velika Gorica airport, about 15 kilometers southeast of Zagreb, is 
approximately five kilometers long and three kilometers wide. It is 
bounded by wire netting and has two entrances. A concrete road encirclea 

* the airfield. 


2. There are four hangars, three brick with wooden roofs and one of corrugated 
iron. Each hangar can accomodate 12-15 planes. The airport is equipped 
with a storage depot for bombs of various Sizes, a gasoline tank, and three 
storage depots containing ammnition, anti-aircraft grenades and mines, 

The bomb depot is uncovered and the gasoline tank is partly underground. 
Both the ammunition depot and the tank are located at the edge of the air 
port. 


3- A new storage depot and an infirmary are being built on the airfield. 
Supplies are brought by rail as far as Velika Gorica station, and thence 
by motor vehicles to the airport, which is about three kilometers from the 
station. 


4. There are to radio—telegraph stations at the airport, one of which is 
‘used for the meterological service. The airport is supplied with telephone 
communications, including one direct line to the headquarters of tha 
Fourth V.0.X. (Aereo Territorial Command) at Zagreb. 


5- All ‘buildings within the airfield have electric light, the current being 
supplied by the central power station serving the civilian population around 
the airport. There are instailations for night flying. 


6 There are no anti-aircraft installations in the vicinity of the airport. 
There are, however, an unknown number of antieaircraft muns and about 20 
four~barrel guns of 20 mm. caliber of German make available. 


7. There are about 40 motor vehicles,of German make, and all are in poor ~ 
condition. A motor truck with photo-electric apparatus is stationed at the 
airport permanently. 
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
